him in an effort to make him think 
they are detectives. One man sought 
to slip by in the rush by displaying 
a gaudy brass suspender buckle. He 
was turned back to buy 
a ticket.! 
Another walked into the grounds and 
displayed an official looking piece of 
paper with an engraved border.

got by in the rush and his paper was 
not closely examined.
